GEN. PERSHING 
EXPLAINS 


Much has been said iu complaint 


against Gen. Pcrshing or some of 
his subordinates for permitting the 
American troops to keep on fight- 
ing after the armistice had been 
signed and, in some instances, af- 
ter 31 o'clock on Nov. llth, when 
Ihc armistice 
took effect. 
The 


document was signed 
at 5 p. m. 


Puns time, and did not take effect 
until six hours later. 
The French 


and British 
Iroops stopped fight- 


ing, while the Americans kept on in 
pursuit of the enemy until the hour 
of ]1 o'clock. 


Gen. 
Pershing now comes out to 


answer the criticism, staling that 
the other 
armies 
ceased fighting 


because the enemy offered no re- 
sistance, while along the 70 mile 
front held by the Americans, the 
enemy kept fighting up to the last 
minute and it was considered nec- 
essary for the American troops to 
continue fighting until the hour set 
for 
the suspension of 
hostilities. 


!t is true that a few hours' fight- 
ing on the day on which the armis- 
tice was signed 
resulted in 
con- 


siderable losses to the American 
army; 
but Gen. Pershing says il 


was necessary and his word raus' 
be accepted. 
He makes clear the 


fact that the, pivot of the German 
retreat lay in front of the Ameri- 
can lines and for this reason th 
enemy fought vigorously to defem 
it, that being their only hope o 
escape. In some isolated instances 
where the 
troops could 
not be 


reached 
in time.

states that fighting continued afte

I am not. of course, suggesting 
or believing that political liberty had 
its birth in the American hemisphere 
because, of course, it had not. but 
the peculiar expression of it is charac- 
teristic of the modern time, that broad 
republicanism,

and practice of democracy, that is be- 
coming characteristic of tho modern 
world, did have its origin in America; 
and 
the response of the peoples 01" 


the world to this new expression is. 
we may perhaps pride ourselves, a re- 
sponse to an American suggestion. 


we World a Sen-Ice ' 


. "If that is true, we owe the world 
a peculiar service. 
If we originated 


great practices we must ourselves be 
worthy of Lliem. 1 remember not long 
ago attending a very interesting meet- 
ing which was held in tho interest of 
combining Christian missionary effort 
throughout the world. 
I mean elim- 


inating the rivalry between churches 
nnd agreeing that Christian mission- 
aries should not represent this, that or 
tho other church, but 
represent 
the 


general' Christian impulse and princi- 
ple of the world. 
I said I was thor- 


oughly in sympathy with the principle 
bxu that I hoped if IL were adopted, 
that the inhabitants of the heathen 
countries would not conic to look at 
us. be cause we were 
not 
ourselves 


united, but divided; 
that 
while we 


were asking them to unite, we our- 
selves did not set the example! 


Must Sot Exnmple 


"My moral from that recollection is 


this: "We. among other friends of lib- 
erty are asking the world to unite in 
the interest of brotherhood aiVd mu- 
tual service anil the genuine advance- 
ment of individual and corporate lib- 
erty throughout the world; therefore. 


e must set the example. 
"I will recall here to some of you 


on effort that I 
myself 
made 
some 


years ago, soon after I assumed the 
presidency of the United States to do 
Lhat very thing. 
I was urging 
the 


other states of America to unite with 
the United States in doing- something 
which very closely resembled the for- 
mation of the.present League of Na- 
tions. 
I was ambitious to have the 


Americas do the thing first and set the 
example to. the world of what we are 
now about to reajize. I had.a double 
object in it, not only my pride that 
the Americas should set the example 
and show the 
genuineness of 
their 


principles but that the United States 
should have a. new relation to the 
other Americas. 


'-'-The United States upon a famous 


occasion warned the governments of 
Europe that it would regard it as an 
unfriendly act if they tried to "overt urn 
free institutions in the western hemis- 
phere and to substitute their own sys- 
tems of govern men L. which 
at 
thai 


time were inimical to those free insti- 
tutions; but while the L'nited States 
thus undertook of its -own motion to 
be the champion of America_a?ainsi 
such aggressions from Europe, it did 
not give any conclusive, assurance that 
it would never itself be the aggressor. 


What I wanted to do in the proposals; 
,to which I have just referred, was to; 
1 offer to'the other American states our 
town bond thai they were safp against 
us and any illicit ambitions we might 


j entertain as well as safe, so far as tne 
; power of the United States could make 
| them safe, against foreign rmioirr. 


"Of course, I am sorry that, happy 


I consummation did not come, but, after 
jail, no doubt the impulse was contrib- 


uted to by us which has now led to a 
sort of mutual pledge on ihe part of 
all the self-governing nations of the 
world lhat ihry will !>e friends to ea-.-It 
other, not only bat that they will tak«? 
ptins to secure each other's safety and 
independence and territorial intrgrr.y 


"No greater thing has ever happened 


in the political world than thai, and 1 
am particularly gratified tonight to 
think of the hours 1 have had the 
pleasure of spending with Mr. Pessoa 
as a member, along with him. of the 
commission on tho League of Nations 
which prepared ihe covenant which was 
submitted to tho conference. 


"1 have felt as I looked down Lhe 


table and caught his'eye, that we had 
tha same American mind in regard to 
the- business, nnd when. I made sug- 
gestions or used arguments that I felt 
were 
characteristically 
American. 1 


would always catch sympathy in his 
eyes. 
When others perhaps did not 


c;Uch tho point at once, he always 
caught it. because, though we were 
not bred to the same language literal- 
ly, we were bred to the same political 
language 
and 
the

thought, and our ideas were the same. 


"It is, therefore, with a real sense 


of communicating and 
of 
fellowship 


and of something1 more than neighbor- 
ly familiarity that I find myself in this 
congenial company and that T take my 
part with you in paying- my tribute 
and extending my warmest best, wishes 
to the great country of Brazil and to 
Lhe gentleman who will worthily rep- 
resent her in licr presidential chair.

BRIDGE CONDEMNED 


The bridge of the Bay State Street 


Railway Co. in Lawrence street, across 
the Concord river, near the Wiggin- 
ville railroad station, has 
been "con- 


demned 
by Lewis K. Moore, expert 


bridge engineer of the 
state 
pubjic 


service commission, and he urges that 
the structure be rebuilt and its traf- 
fic be limited in the meantime. 


The rotting of the wooden stringers 


which support the bridge and the poor 
condition of the floor planking are. tho 
principal reasons for Mr. Moore's con- 
clusions.

The report in detail is as follows: 
Mr. George W. Bishop, Chief of the 
Inspection Dept. of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. 
Dear Sir: On May 19th I examined 
highway bridge No. 101 on the Bay 
State street railroad 
carrying Law- 
rence street, Lowell, across the Con- 
cord river near TVigginville station. 
This bridge consists of six spans, vary- 
ing between 30 and 34 feet, of wooden 
stringers which were originally 6 by 
Ifi. with a wooden 
plank 
floor. 
The 
plank flooring is in very poor condi- 
tion and tre tops of the stringers have 
rotted so that only about 14 inches of, 
the depth can bo counted upon as be- 
ing sound timber. 
The timber is in 
poor 
condition and 
is much 
over- 
stressed 
and 
the 
whole 
structure 


should be rebuilt. 
Until 
this 
rebuilding 
is 
accom- 


plished, the street, railway load should 
he limited ao a car 
weighing 
not to 


exceed 50.000 pounds loaded on four 
axles and the speed should be restrict- 
ed to eight miles an hour. 
With those 
restrictions, the bridge will probably 
be safe for operation until about De- 
cemb^r 1, 1919. Steps should be taken 
immediately, 
however, 
toward 
the 
rebuilding of this structure. '

In Vancouver, a strike has been dis- 


cussed, but labor leaders view with 
apprehension what might occur should 
the government 
find it necessary to 


call upon the militia to enforce its de- 
mands in the 
strike-affected 
areas. 


Several unions here have had strike 
votes in preparation for a week but 
no result has been made public. Act- 
ing President McConichy of the Tos- 
ton Workers' union declared the Van- 
couver union did not purpose io take 
any radical action without deliberate 
consideration. 


In Edmonton, yesterday, tho 
strike 


•was but partially effective 
and 
the 


same was true in Calsary, whore it 
was said only 3500 workers answered 
the strike call, although SODO miners 
in the district were out. Sixteen hun- 


dred votes 
favored 
the 
Edmonton 


strike leaders announced and 500 op- 
posed. In Calgary, street railway ser- 
vice apparently has been 
unaffected 


and civic employes have remained at 
work. A citizens' committee, similar 
to the Winnipeg committee, is in pro- 
cess of formation io co-operate with 
the authorities .in maintaining order. 


Among those who struck at Calgary 


were postal clerks, whose refusal to 
sort mail tied up thousands of remit- 
tances to relatives of soldiers in a 
wide area for which this is the cen- 
tral distributing point.
